Bulletin and offered to raise The Bulletin's pay from $12o.OO to 
$250.00 a month if they would make only a weak:support of a 
proposed new city charter to which the railroad was opposed. 
The people thought that The Bulletin was supporting the char- 
ter; as a matter of fact it was receiving money from the railroad 
for indifferent support.

Mr Older, of course, has shocked the "eminently respect- 


able" people of California by his "betrayal" of his former em- 
ployees. The Bulletin contends, in replying to the revelations 
now being made by Older, that the relations of a newspaper pub- 
Usher and his men are "as.sacred .as those between a doctor and, 
his patient or a lawyer and his client." 


In reply to this Mr. Older has the following to say: 


"Two questions are raised here: first, whether em- 


ployees in general are under all circumstances obh- 
- 


gated not to reveal their employers' secrets; second, 
whether the relations between a newspaper publisher 
and those who work for him are in fact identical with 
those between an employer and employees who are en- 
gaged in a less public business. Perhaps every one 
would agree that in almost any establishment the hired 
workers might have to put loyalty to the public above 
loyalty to the employer. If the employer was a manu- 
facturing druggist and was poisoning his customers by 
cheap adulterations; if he was a contractor and waa 
risking the public safety by using weak materials; if 
he was making goods for the government which would 
endanger soldiers' lives; if he was a -restaurant keeper 


. and maintained a filthy kitchen-in any of these cases 


a higher duty than that to the guardian of the cash- 
register would be readily admitted. The rule which 
requires an employee to remain silent under such cir- 
cumstances is a survival of slave morality. It is part 
of an ancient habit—a system of 'mores as the Bociolo- 
"msts call it—by which the community was cheated 
Into doing the injurious will of a minority. 
"The loyalty of a newspaper worker to the owner 


of his paper is subject to this exception, but it is sub- 


• 
lectto other exceptions as well. A newspaper is not 
a private undertaking, and an employee of a news- 
ier has other obligations than to help the owner 


. make money. The public interest enters in .quite as

- fully as it does into the operations of street cars, rail- 


roads, telephone and telegraph systems the schools

and the public health administration.

papers say forms public opinion and public opinion 
forms almost everything else. If news is adulterated, 
it is worse than if drugs or food are adulterated. The 
first,duty of a conscientious newspaper man is not to 
his employer at all, but to the reader. If he looks at this 
matter in any other way, he is entering into a conspir- 
acy with his employer to cheat the reader. It is absurd 
to compare this situation with that created by the or- 
dinary visit of a patient to a doctor or of a client to a 
lawver 
The situations would be alike only if the pa- . 


tient asked the doctor, or the client asked the lawyer,

a case the relations>would be exactly as sacred as those 
between two burglars conspiring to blow a safe.

HI Since February 


Col. Roosevelt's last illness may be 


i said to date from last February. On 
Feb. 5 it was announced that he had 
been removed from his home in Oys- 
ter Bay to the Roosevelt hospital in 
this city following an operation o_n 
one of "his ears. 
Soon after his 


arrival at the hospital he underwent 
two more operations for the removal 
of diseased tissue in his infected ear 
and it was admitted at the time that 
he wns seriously ill. 
He remained 


at the hospital until March 3. 


During May and June the colonel 


made a number of addresses, speak- 
ing at Springfield, Mass., and in New 
York. 
In June he made.a tour of 


the west during which he suffered a 
slight attack of erysipelas in one 01 
his. legs, but refused to give up his 
engagements. 
Early in November 


the colonel was taken to Roosevelt 
hospital in this city for the treat- 
ment of rheumatism and sciatica. 
While in the hospital reports became 
current, that the colonel was more 
seriously ill than his physicians 
would admit. Col. Roosevelt return- 
ed to his home in Oyster Bay on 
Christmas day, remarking as he 
stepped to the porch . that he' was 
"feeling bully."

Career Was Vivid 


i 
Col. Roosevelt's career has left 


: such a vivid impression upon the 
i people of his time thai it is necea- 


I sary to touch .but briefly upon some 
of the more striking phases of his 
varied, interesting and "strenuous" 
life. 


Called to the white house in 1901 


after President McKinley had been 
assassinated, Col. Roosevelt, 42 
years of age, became the youngest 
president the United States has ever 
had. Three years later he was elect- 
ed president by the largest popular 
vote a president has received.. 


Thus Roosevelt, sometimes called 


a mnr. of destiny, served for seven 
years as the n-ation's chief magis- 
trate. 
In a subsequent decade -the 


fortunes of , litics did not favor 
him, for, again a candidate for pres- 
ident—this time leading the progres- 
sive party which he himself had or- 
ganized when he. differed radically 
with some of the policies of the re- 
publican party in . 1912—he went 
down to defeat, together with the 
republican candidate, William How- 
ard Taft. 
Woodrow Wilson, demo- 


crat, was elected. 


Eeprcsents High Type. 


Col. 
Roosevelt's enemies • agreed 


with his friends that his life, his 
character and his writings repre- 
sented a high type of Americanists. 
" Of Dutch ancestry, born in New 
York city Oct. 27, 1858,- the baby 
Theodore 
was a 
weakling. • The 


mother was of -Southern stock, and 
the father of Northern, a situation 
which during the early 
years of 


Theodore, Junior's boyhood was not 
allowed to interfere with the family, 


life of these children 
during the 


Civil War days. 
So frail that he was r.ot privil- 


eged 10 associate with the 
other 


boys ot his neighborhood, Roosevelt 
was tutored privately, in Ne-iv York 
and during travels on which his par- 
ents took the children abroad. 
A 


porch gvmnasium at his home pro- 
vided him with physical exercises 
with which he combatted a trouble- 
some asthma. His father, a glass 
importer and a man of means, was 
his constant companion; he kept a 
diary; ho read so much history and 
fictional books of 'adventure that he 
was known as a bookworm; he took 
boxing lessons; he was an amateur 
naturalist; and at the age of 17 he 
entered 
Harvard university. His 


puny body had undergone a meta- 
morphosis and before graduation he 
became one of the '.champion boxers 
of the 
college. This 
remarkable 
| physical development was empha- 
sized by 
something "which 
took 


place shortly after 'he left Harvard 
in 1S8Q. He went to Europe, climbed 
the Matterhorn, and as a result was 
elected a member of the Alpine club 
of London,—an organization of men 
who had performed notable feats of 
adventure. 


First Wife Dies. 


A few months after his gradua- 


tion, Roosevelt married Miss Alice 
Lee of Boston. She died in 1884, 
leaving one child, Alice, 
now the 


wife "of 
Representative Nicholas 


.Longworth of Ohio. In 1886 Roose- 
velt married Miss Edith Kermit Ca- 
row, of New .York, and to them five 
children were born—Edith, now the 
wife of Dr. Richard Derby, and four 
sons, Theodore,'Jr., Kermit, Archi- 
bald and Quentin. 


The public career of the man who 


was to become president began not 
long after he left college. His pro- 
fession was law but the activities 
that were to come left him no time 
in which to practice it. i In 1882, 
1833 and 1884 he was elected to .the 
New York state assembly, where his 
efforts on behalf of good govern- 
ment and civil service reform at- 
tracted attention. When the Repub- 
lican National convention of -1884 
was held, in Chicago, he was chair- 
man of the New York state delega- 
tion. 


Busy Western Ranches. 


After this experience he dropped 


out of politics for. two years. Go- 
ing west, 
he purchased ranches 


along the- Little Missouri river, in 
North Dakota, and divided his time 
between outdoor sports, particularly 
hunting, nnd literary work. 
Here 


he laid the foundation for his series 
of books, 
"The- Winning of 
the 


West," which was published in11889 
to 1896, and of other volumes of 
kindred character. 
, - 


Returninp to New York he became 


the republican candidate for mayor, 
in 1886. 
He wa§ defeated. Presi- 


dent Harrison in 1889 appointed him 
a member of the United States civil 
service commission and -President 
Cleveland continued -him -in the office, 
which he resigned in 1895 to become 
New York City's police commission- 
er.The two years of his occupancy 
become memorable through the re- 
forms he inaugurated. Illicit liquor 
traffic, gambling, vie*.-in general— 
of these evils he purged the city in 
the face of corrupt political oppo- 
sition, and the reputation he estab- 
lished as o reformer won him the 
personal selection by President Mc- 
Kinley as assistant secretary of the 
navy, in 11897. 
A year, later the 


Spanish" American war broke out. 


War Attracts Him 


The Roosevelt temperament did 


not allow the man to retain a depu- 
ty cabinet position with war offering 
something more exciting. 
Leonard 


Wood, now a major general in 
France, was then President McKin- 
ley's physician and one of Roose- 
velt's staunchest friends. 


The famous Rough Riders were or- 


ganized by Wood and -Roosevelt. 
Wood • became their colonel 
and 


"Teddy" their lieutenant 
colonel. 


Among' the promotions which this 
hardy regiment's gallantry brought 
about were those of Wood to briga- 
dier general and Roosevelt to colonel. 


When Cuba was liberated, Roose- 


velt returned to New York. A gub- 
ernatorial, campaign was -in swing, 
with the republican party in need of 
a capable candidate. 
Roosevelt was 


nominated. 
Van Wyek, his demo- 


cratic opponent, was defeated. The 
reforms Roosevelt had favored as as- 
semblyman he now had tha opportu- 
nity to consummate, together with 
others of more importance, and it 
was during this administration' that 
he is said first to have earned the 
hostility of corporations. When the 
republican national convention was 
held in Philadelphia in 1900 his par- 
ty in New York state demanded and 
attained' his . nomination for vice 
president on the' ticket with William 
McKinley. 
In November of that 


year this ticket was elected. 


Succeeds President McKitdey 


The policies of McKinley Roosevelt 


endeavored to carry out after he suc- 
ceeded the former upon the presi- 
dent's tragic death at the hands of 
an assassin. 


At the height of his public and po- 


litical career, dnring the four years 
of the term for' which he- had been 
elected, 
Roosevelt 
accomplished 


achievements which historians will 
rank high in the international nnd 
industrial progress of the country. 
They included his influential nego- 
tiations which, conducted at Ports- 
month, N. H., effected peace between 
Russia and Japan; maintenance of 
the Monroe Doctrine at a period 
when European powers were inter- 
ested-in the affairs of Venezuela; the 
recognition of Panama as a republic 
and his treaty with Panama by 
which 
the 
inter-oceanic 
canal 


through that country was pnt under 
way." 
. . . . . . 


A rift in the friendship between 


Roosevelt and his successor as pres- 
ident, William Howard Taft, led to 
the former's announcement of his 
opposition to Mr. Taft's renpmina-,- 
tion. Men who had clashed with the 
Taft policies 
quickly 
rallied 
to 


Roosevelt's' support. Roosevelt as- 
sembled what he termed 
as con- 


structive ideas as opposed to • the 
conservative ones of the 
so-called 


Republican "Old Guard," character- 
ized 
them with the 'description' 


"Progressive" and 
organized 
the 


Progressive party by withdrawing 
with his followers from the Chicago 
convention of 1912. He became the 
new party's candidate for president. 
This split in the Republican ranks 
resulted in Woodrow Wilson's elec; 
tion. 


Shot in Milwaukee. 
- 


One of the most dramatic inci- 


dents in Roosevelt's life ' occurred 
during this campaign. As he was 
leaving a hotel, in Milwaukee, to go 
to a meeting hall to make a political 
address, a man standing among the 
spectators in the street fired a shot 
which 
struck 
the 
colonel 
and 


smashed a rib. 
Roosevelt insisted 


he w:as not seriously hurt and. his 
automobile conveyed bim to the hall. 


Roosevelt after-leaving the White 


House devoted his life largely 'to 
literary work,"-hunting and explo'ra- 
tion. From 1882 to 1917 he pub- 
lished about 50 volumes of works. 
His hunts for big game and his zest 
for exploration took him into the 
American west, the heart of Africa 
and the wilderness of Brazil. 


The facility with which he made 


political 
enemies 
and 
followers 


made him a marked gun for both the 
bitter and friendly attention of car- 
toonists and paragraphers. Quaint 
and picturesque phrases were coined 
liberally, by him and by others con- 
cerning-him. "Speak softly and.use 
the big stick," "weasel words," 
"pussyfoot," "mollycoddle," and "my 
hat ia in the ring," were some of the 
Rqoseveltian expressions which at- 
tained wide publicity. 


Boxed While' President. 


The strenuous physical activities 


in which Roosevelt engaged.at the 
White, House included boxing. 


When the European war began, 


Roosevelt vigorously advocated,

the nation's youth. 


Disappointed at Defeat
